Tim Burton will direct CATWOMAN, starring Michelle Pfeiffer, and THE 
FALL OF THE HOUSE OF USHER. BATMAN III is scheduled for a summer '96 
release, possibly with Robin Williams as The Riddler and Tommy Lee Jones as 
Two-Face. Robin will be introduced. There'll be 6 new episodes of GET 
SMART tv series on Fox, with Don Adams as Maxwell Smart. HIGHLANDER will 
Start as a Saturday am tv series, animated, in September. Paramount plans 
a new movie Version of THE SAINT. A new Family Home Entertainment release, 
Speed Racer: The Movie, is really 3 episodes from 1967, complete with 
vintage commercials and shorts. Chuck Jones and Warner Bros. have already 
started production on a new Road Runner cartoon. A 2-hour animation block 
for Saturday am Fox includes Spider-Man, The Adventures of Batman & Robin, 
The Tick (which did mot start in March, as previously announced), and 
22 new X-Men episodes. Disney plans to release a movie version of Robert 
Heinlein's THE PUPPET MASTERS in August. In theaters by year's end or in 
'95 will be NAKED GUN FOUR: THE FINAL INSULT (yes, another one). Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's future movies include CRUSADE (a knight in the First Crusade 
to the Holy Land), TOTAL RECALL II, JUNIOR, a sequel to TWINS, also with 
Danny DeVito. Animated films may be in the works for Andrew Lloyd Webber's 
CATS and his JOSEPH AND THE AMAZING TECHNICOLOR DREAMCOAT and STARLIGHT 
EXPRESS. ALIEN NATION: DARK HORIZON will be a 2-hour movie that ties up 
the strings from the tv.series, and will have the original cast. George 
Lucas hopes to start production of the 2nd Star Wars trilogy by late 1995 
Or early '96. Paramount has movie and live action tv rights to the comic- 
book character, The Badger. Exo-Squad, a.syndicated weekend tv series for 
the '92-94 season, has been picked up for a weekday series this fall. Some 
people say this series reminds them of Gundam. G.I. Joe becomes a live 
action series in Sept '95. THE CROW movie will be released to theaters by 
Miramax on Frrday May 13. How appropriate. It stars the recently deceased 
Brandon Lee (thanks to those penny-pinching obscenities at Carolco Studio). 
Kitchen Sink Press will reprint the Crow graphic novel. News (from Wonder- 
Con program book) on the Americanization of more live action Japanese shows: 
Gridman will be changed to Superhuman Samurai Cybersquad (from DIC). New 
season Power Rangers will have footage from DaiRanger. Cybertron will be 
made from Spiruban and Metaldar, 2 space sheriff-type shows from the 1980s. 

THE WORLD'S.GREATEST ANIMATION (including 11 Academy Award winners) 
is now available-on video, $45.95 (includes postage), also a Pixar animation 
video ($31 with postage), from Expanded Entertainment, PO Box 25547, Los 
Angeles, CA 90025, or phone 1-800-996-TOON. 

Miyazaki's next animated feature is MONONOKE HIME (Japanese title) 
from a Miyazaki illustrations book published ten years ago. The catbeast 
design was used for Totoro. In the new Dirty Pair Flash, Kei and Yuri are 
17 years old, in the year 2248. The old Kei & Yuri were from year 2121. 
New OAV JoJo's Bizarre Adventure is directed by Hiroyuki Kubo (Mario M-66 
and Roujin Z),from the Shonen Jump manga by Hirohiko Araki (Baoh). It con- 
cerns 3 generations of men in a family, all nicknamed JoJo. Look for a 
Golgo 13 OAV directed by Osamu Dezaki. Another OAV will be WILD 7 (violent 
police story), from the manga by Mikiya Mochizuki. New Kamen Rider J movie 
was released April 23. He grows to giant size. G-Gundam is the new series 
following V-Gundanm.
